Growers report 
prices being received for these 
early movements leave a lot to 
be desired; however, they 
should improve as cooler wea- 
ther curtail the volume being 
shipped from more northerly 
growing areas. Sugar сапе har- 
vest should start this week and 
increase sharply as more sugar 
mills begin to operate.
